The letter dwells on the. spread 
of epidemics and the diséases caus- 
ed by the deficiency of food and 
pays a tribute to the noble work 
of British hospitals which are be- 
ing overwhelmed with the care of 
the sick and wounded. 

It addg that £18,000 worth’ of me- 
dical supplies and drugs have been 
sent by the fund to these hospitals 
and as most of these are now ex- 
hausted “we must stand by § our 
medical colleagues in their need.”— 
Reuter. ‘

It is understood that the general 
reconnaissance aircraft mentioned 
in the Air Ministry’s announcement 
are being obtained from the Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corporation of Bur- 
bank, California. 

The aircraft is derived from the 
latest standard type adapted for 
general reconnaissance duties. 

Advanced trainers are being pur- 
chased from. the North American 
Aviation Incorporated of  Ingle- 
wood, California. This aircraft is 
the latest type in production suit- 
able for advanced training duties. 

It will be recalled that the Mis- 
sion which visited’ North America 
on. behalf of the. Air Ministry was 
composed of a number of experts, 
and the recommendations upon 
which the Government are now act- 
“ing were based on tests of various 
types on offer in the United States 
carried out both in air and on the 
ground.

Hankow, To-day. 
A claim that a Japanese warship, 
forming part’ of a group in West 
Wuhu, was struck by a Chinese 
bomb yesterday and sunk, is made 
in an official Chinese communique 


issued yesterday evening. 


Recounting the raid, the com- 
munique says that four Chinese 
bombers proceeded down river 
yesterday afternoon in order to 
bomb five Japanese warships 
which had shelled the banks of 
the river. It adds that one Chin- 
ese plane power dived towards 
the largest warship and released 
bombs which blew up the vessel. 


The warships, it is alleged, 
tried to land marines and are said 
to have steamed up river from 
Kweiteh.
